The discovery of Gaines was made 


by a band of sixteen farmers and small 
store keepers of Gaines and Blassirarg,

FLOW SURPRISES THE DRILLERS. 


Men in charge of Ibe uriui the day 


the strike was made had prepared a 
250 barrel tank. 


"Crack, boom!" went the drill into 


the sandstone over the subterranean 
oil lake and the stuff spouted, in spite 
of drill and tools jammed down on it 
like a cork in the neck of a bottle. 
The drill was still in the well, for the 
company was too busy taking cafe of 
the escaping oil to pay much attention 
to machinery and tools. As the- oil 
spouted from the well the farmer- 
miners jumped back, while one with 
more presence of isir.d than the others 
grabbed a few pales of water and put 
out tho firfc In the engine. In a few 
minutes the well was connected with 
the 250 barrel tank on the ground 
This was soon running over, and an 
emergency call was sent: to Wellsville 
for a G50 barrel tank. Before the well 
could be capped, Pine creek and Pine 
creek valley for mile., wqs covered 
with a film' of ollt and the 'region smell- 


ed like Bradford and Titusville in theii 
palmiest days. 


In the mellow sunset it seemed to 


the excited owners, who jumped aboul 
and hugged each other for joy, as if 
liquid gold were running from some 
mythical crucible. To the dwellers in 
the rude shacks along Pine creek 
the gusher was a menace, not a tan- 
gible delight. As the mountain stream 
foamed and tumbled along y.s way, oi! 
covered its 
surface 
and splashed 


against the rocks and trees on the 
banks. All over Tiogo, Potter and 
Warren counties forest fires were rag- 
ing. No organized effort is made to 
quell the flames, which were left to 
burn out or be extinguished by rain. 


Ready hands volunteered to help 


the owners of the big gusher master 
the output, which was flaming down 
the hillside at the rate of ten barrels 
an hour, and a second two-inch pipe 
line was run from the well to another 
storage tank. A watch was set over 
the gnsher. for it was believed it would 
soon settle down into a 180-barrel, a 
day well. But the first twenty-four 
hours the flow was 2:.SOO barrels, the 
next 2.400 and the third period ran up 
to 2,510 barrels.

He dresses in serge khaki, which, 


plain as tb.it always must be. he ren- 
ders plainer by ridding it of all orders 
atiu decorations.. There are men on 
l\ls staff—there was even an American 
nwspaper reporter with one of the 
armies—who wear a line and a half of 
riiilioiis, btit the chief, \vlio is entitled 
to perhaps four lines, appears every 
day. for every duty nnd function, with 
a ranie as bare of decorations us tbat 
of any civilian. He is so neat and pre- 
cise in bis dress tbat I suspect lie must 
have been a. dandy in earlier life. He 
is quick and nervous in bis movements, 
and bis constant habit is to tbrust ei- 
ther one or both bands under bis belt, 
a practice which makes it easy for 
artists to familiarize his figure with 
the public. lie is instantaneous and 
direct in conversation and goes fls 
straight to the point in view as a well 
aimed bullet to a target. 


I have noticed that wben he meets a 


new acquaintance be .advances toward 
him eagerly, listens intently, and in 
three minutes either engages him in 
earnest conversation or has done with 
him •with a decisive cod of parting. 


vfith the army in South Africa his' 


headquarters form a court, almost as 
if be were a part of the royalty be rep- 
resents. You do not call on hi in. You 
sign your name in & book, and lie 
sends for you later If he wants to see 
you. 
It may be a duke whom you find 


in the salle of the residency—as it was 
in my case—and who offers the regis- 
ter for you to sign. The Held marshal 
•works continuously and to do so has to 
be free from interruption; therefore 
visitors meet him only at luncheon or 
dinner. 


In Bloomfontein, "where ne was liv- 


ing between walls, his table was a 
small one standing a few feet from the 
head of the large, long table at which 
sat his staff, bis ponderous, impressive 
staff of distinguished men of the aris- 
tocracy. You dined with "Bobs" ia 
khaki of course at his small table, if 
yon were highly honored, or you ma? 
dine -with his staff and be presented to 
him after the meal for a long or brief 
interview as ho pleases. That is pre- 
cisely the amount s.2d estent of state 
about his surroundings. 


But all state vanishes when you 


tench the hand of the little man and 
talk with him abotrt tke two subjects 
which engross him—the war around 
him and politics at borne. If you won- 
der that politics finds such spacious 
lodgment as it does ia his mind, you 
have not remembered how politics 
has affected him in his career as a 
general here in South Africa—when he 
coald have prevented this war by a 
vastly smaller one—in Kandahar,' ia 
many fields. 


Lord Roberts never sraolses tobacco, 


and with drink he has little to do. One 
glass of wine with two of the three 
meals suffices him. He preaches tem- 
perance to his soldiers, and they all 
know that he shows no patience with 
those who arink to excess. He pre- 
sides at meetings of the Army Temper- 
ance association and extols sobriety; 
but like all broad minded men, be re- 
frains from advocating the impossible 
—one form of which is total abstinence. 


He has never been known to nse an 


oath, and, indeed, there must be com- 
paratively few men whose religion in- 
fluences thorn so deeply as does his in 
every affair of life. He never parades 
his piety, never forces it on those 
around him. 
Yet oa every St;uday 


since he joined his army he has attend- 
ed divine service. Kot a word lias he 
ever spoken to his staff suggesting or 
ordering their presence: yet he is cer- 
tain to attend the weekly service—an 
example to tue army so modestly and 
so persistently presented that ft cannot 
help btit be powerful. 
When, he took 


the sacrament at Drelfontein. the 
other day, in the face, one might r.ay, 
of the whole array, it was without a 
hint of the parading of religion. All 
saw in It n« uet or simple faith. 


It Is almost as hard to reconcile his 


gentleness sod sympathy with the firm 


ried with it tb:e disgrace of a man who 
meant as well as himself, but had not 
the capacity to realize his ambition. 
His army will do anything for him— 
march longer, starve harder,-go with- 
out tents, blankets and nun more days 
and weeks and,die in greater numbers 
for him than for any other man alive. 
And they will, do all these things will- 
ingly and gladly, where other, armies 
might protest and grumble and go 
ahead with sullenness. 
He can get 


more out of an army, from the guards 
down to the roughest scouting force 
(as he did between Modder river and 
Bloemfontein), than any Russian or 
German general could have extorted 
with iron and discipline and adaman- 
tine authority. 


It was the so called "London pets"— 


the guards—who broke all European 
records in a three days' march into the 
Free State. Instead of grumbling they 
made it a matter for boasting. When- 
ever other privates would curse an- 
other leader Koberts' men would say 
sJuiply, "Bobs knows what "e's about: 
Bobs "will do the job." It suffices the 
majority merely to sum ap Lord Rob- 
erts with this phrase: " 'E's a man." 
He c:ta make no mistake that his army 
•will recognize. 
Whatever he orders 


or does Is"regarded as the reflection of 
superhuman inspiration. 


Even if he fails he is certain to be 


considered infallible at the cud. There 
may have been more than one Welling- 
ton ot the head of Britain's armies in 
the post, ln:t there 1ms never been a 
previous Roberta. Never in English 
history has there been such Idolatry or 
any such magnetic leader. 


When be visited Moddcr river, he 


found Lord Mcthuen established in the 
hotel, and that general had been at the 
pains to clear out a portion of the 
building and appoint it for tlie field 
marshal's lodgings. 
But Lord Rob- 


erts, thanking him, remarked that he 
had ordered his teat to bo set on the 
veldt and that there he meant to stay. 
When his army is in motion, march- 
ing and righting, he travels with a. cov- 
ered wagon and a tent, the first being 
his house Und the second his work- 
room. The wagon is a light four wheel- 
ed contrivance, whose top is a roomy 
and complete inclosure and defense 
asainst rain and cold wind. On the 
sideboard is painted "F. M. Lord liob- 
erts," so that we may all know it.

RICH FINDS IN CORINTH. 


American ArchieoloBlstii Have Un- 


covered i'nrt of the Propyliott. 


News was received In New York city 


recently 
of important archaeological 


discoveries at Corinth by the American 
School of Archaeology of Athens. Pro- 
lessor Rufus B, Richardson, director 
of the school, seat a long cablegram to 
The Independent detailing the work. 


The excavation of the site of Corinth 


was assigned to the American school 
some time ago. In excavating the 
Agora, the market or meeting place of 
the people, an ancient Greek fountain 
was uncovered at a depth of 20 fcet- 
The fountain was in a splendid state 
of preservation, the bronze lion head 
spouts being in their original position, 


Besides this unique discovery much 


valuable sculpture was uncovered. The 
most important work, however, was 
the finding of enough of the great 
Propylaja, the gateway to the Pan- 
theon, to make possible the restoration 
of the topography of the ancient city. 


So important arc these discoveries re- 


garded by the Greek government that 
it proposes to build a special museum 
for preserving the monuments recov- 
ered by the American archaeologists.

A 
few years ago the plants flourished on 
the French side of the Jura mountains, 
but this supply has long since been ex- 
hausted.

OHIO IN CONGRESS. 


GEXESAL BUFUS PCTXAM. 


v_. Oa the 27th of October, 1787, Macassah Cutler assd "Wtetlirop Sargsat, 
•*>a behalf of tlisfr associates of the New EngJiind Ohio company, entered Into 


^ conract wlthi th« United States gov- 
ermnent for the purciiasw ol a u-Ad- o£ 
ianu bounded by the Ohio river from 
the inouth of the Scioto ta the interaec- 
tioa of the •western to'jsciarj" of tis 
seventh range o£ townships, then being 
surveyed; thence by said boundary to 
the northern boundary of the tenth 
township north of the Ohio; thence by 
a due west line to the Scioto; theses 
by the Scioto to the beginning. Five 
years later the bounds cf the contract 
•were., modified. 


The settlement of this purchase be- 


L gan in the Spring of 17SS, at the mouth 
yof the Muskingum, on the present sito 


the city of Marietta, and was the 


'first settlement within the limits of 


'^^: Ohio. A year previously, four families 


from Redstone, Pa., had attempted a 
settlement at the mouth of the Seicto, 
but had been prevented from effectsp.g 
it by the Indians. The Ohio company's 
purchase embraced an area of 2,300 
square njiks, its northern boundary 


•extending north of the center of Hocking county, cm an east and west Jir.s. 


In 17S4 the state of Virginia ceded a!' her >-i!d lands lying between taa 


•Ohio and Mississippi, and extending north to the -list parailel of latitude, 
to the Uaited States. In 17SC Connecticut coded to the United States ail of 
lier •wSlfi lands lying aorth of the 41st parallel, and bet~een the Mississippi 
and the state of Pennsylvania., eseepti-ag and reserving therefrom a strip 
(Bslenditis 120 miles vest ircm the Pennsylvania boundary to the line ba- 
tiveea Huron MicJ Seneca counties, which she reserved to her cv-'n uss uatl'. 
•'1500. This \vss "the Western Reserve of Connecticut," and is popularly 
-spokes .6:" ia Ohio as "the Western Reserve."' This reservation embraced 
.nearly 6,000 square miles, and was surveyed into tovnships five ssilcs

The setticmsst of tic "Western Reserve did not begin until 17SS. A lana 


company was organized in the state of Connecticut which purchased 'the 
-whole ef the Reserve when it -vras offered for sale by the Connecticut iegiaia- 
t-are in 173f-. -iTith the exception of the "Fire Lands" and 24.000 acres in the 
Slafconsng valley, •which iiaii been prsTionsly surveyed and sold to General 
S. H. Parsons. At the head of the land company was Oliver Phelps of SuSeld. 
There vere 400 shares of stock, with a par value of S3.QGO each. To General 
. '.Moses Ciea-elaad was entrusted the work of surveying: and settling tie 
-•cocntry. a task upon which he entarsd vrith enthusiasm and alacrity, aud 
s.-jccesii'uliy accomplished. 
He surveyed the first plat of the present cii^ 


of Cleveland Ia 1733. Its gro™tlir however, v.-cs rather slo\v until vv'iiuin. a

The work progressed und<-r 
inan> diffictilrics, but was finished within the time specified, and the ex- 
pendituicd were kept withm tlic Hunts of tie c^igin^l estimates. The totaJ 
cost fell a little beloiv $16,000,000, and the state lias now 7SS rniles of canals, 
•with feeder reservoirs covering an area o£ 21,000 acres, or more than 50 
square miles—the Mercer county reservoir, on the line of the Miami and 
Erie canal, being the largest artificial body of'water .In. the world. 


Railroads speedily -followed the canals. The first railroad built and 


operated west of New York was the Erie and Kalataazoo, connecting 
:Toledo ana'Aurtan, Michigau, constructed in'1836, and' operated by horse 
power until 1S3T, when a locomotive was placed on it to supply -the mo- 
tive power.' In 1835-1839 the Mad River and Lake Erie was built, to connect 
Saadusky with..'Springfield and .Dayton. In 1818 the Little Miami,' running 
from Cincinnati to Springfield, was connected with, this road, opening .the 
first iiaa across the state. A brancB was constructed to Columbus. A 
part of the lines thus formed -is now in the Big Four system, and a part 
in the Pennsylvania system. Otter railway corporations were formed and 
roads constructed until in 1S99 there are 125 distinct railway corporations 
in the state, operated by 47 companies, with 9,750 miles of. main track and 
2,230 miles of siding, a grand total of 12,000 miles of track. The total capital 
stock of the railroads in the state is. $605,453, 5S7; funded debt,- $501,697,555. 


Chiilicbthe, in Ross county, was the original capital o£ the state; in 


1S09 it was removed to Zanesville, Muskingum county; thence back,again 
to Chiilicothe in a. few years; in 1S1C the seat of government was perma- 
nently fixed at Columbus, Franklin county, near the geographical center 
of the state. In 1S35 the dispute over the boundary line between Ohio and 
Michigan culminated in an emeute known as the "Toledo War." 
Governor 


Lucas convened the legislature in extra session, and was authorized to call 
the militia or the state into action to maintain the claims of Ohio. For- 
tunately, actual hostilities were averted through the pacific intervention of 
|Jse general government. In 1S5Q-51 a now constitution was formed, which, 
with subsequent amendments, constitutes the present organic law of the 
state.

- Party Divisions. . 


At the date of the state organization there were no organized parties 


in Ohio, as that term has since been'understood and applied, nor for some 
years subsequent thereto. 


There were- a limited number of Federalists—men of high position and 


marked ability—who came over front the regime of President John Adams, 
-who either held office, or vsrs influential ia the counsels of the Territorial 
government, who, to some extent, constituted a party organization, but too 
.few in numbers to withstand UK- tidal wave of political revolution which 
•came ia 
1SOO. 


The Jefferson, or Democratic, party was a party en masse, without dis- 


tinctive and formal organization, led by young men, or men who were 
•comparatively vaung men, and what it lacked in the details of organization, 
it made up in a virile leadership, which gave it coherence and swept every- 
-thing before it. 


Party spirit became fierce, vindictive and bitter in 1800. The opposing 


leaders denounced each other in the strongest language. The Federalist 
leaders denounced the Democracy as a mere rabble, -whose ideas, if applied 
•.ia governmental aSTairs, would speedily terminate in anarchy, unbridled 
license and the abdication of government itself. 


The Democratic leaders accused the Federalists of conspiracy against 


the rights oE Use masses of the people; charging that they intended to 
-abrogate the constitution, subvert the government, establish a monarchy, 
.aird set up a governing aristocratic class, who would make pack liorses 
•of the masses. 


That each had accused the other both extravagantly and thoughtlessly 


-was fully proven by the procession of subsequent events. 


The real question at issue during these early years was the organisa- 


tion of a new commonwealth and its admission to the rights of statehood, 
involving, as it apparently did, the presidential, succession in 1S04. The 
•election, of Jefferson in 1SOO was wholly unexpected to the Federalists- The 
•vote in the electoral nollege was so close that it looked as though Jefferson 
•couki not be re-elected as they v.-ere then constituted. 


"To carve a new state out of the eastern portion of the Northwest Ter- 


ritory meant three additional votes for Jefferson, approximately the number 
-the Federalists hoped to win from him elsewhere. The real animus 01" the 
•contest in Ohio was, therefore, to prevent the admission of the state until 
after the presidential c-lection of 1804. 


The 'Federalists had the best of the argument in so far as the require- 


ments of the fifth article of the Ordinance of 17S7 were concerned, it being 
stipulated that when "any of the states (provided for 'R the Ordinance). 
shall have 60,000 free inhabitants therein, such state shall be admitted, by 
delegates into the congress of the United States, on an equal footing with 
the original states, ia all respects whatever." 


The Contending Views. 


The contention of the Federalists was that the eastern state, or Ohio, 


as defined in the fifth article of the Ordinance, contained less than 60,000 
free inhabitants and, therefore, was not eligible to admission. 
The Demo- 


crats set np two contentions: 
1. That the census of 1800 was not properly 


taken, ana that it actually had the required population. 2. That Congress 
had the power to admit the state with a less population, it only being manda- 
tory that congress should admit the state when it had a population of 60,000. 


Which of these contentions prevailed with' the Jefferson Democrats in 


congress is not altogether clear at this distance; suffice it to say that in 1801 
congress passed an "enabling act," and in the same year a convention was 
called to frame a constitution, preparatory to admission to the Union. In 
1S02 
that convention -was chosen by the people, met at Cbillicothe on the 


first day of November in the same year, framed the organic law, and on the 
29th of the sara'i month declared it not only completed, but ratiOed, and 
in full force and eSect. 


On the 17th day of February. 1S03, congress passed an act admitting 


Ohio as a s^tate to the Union, .which; act became operative .on the day on 
•which the legislature assembled and organized. An election had already 
been, he'd under the provisions of the constitution, a governor and legisla- 
ture elected, and the two houses met and organized oa the first day of March, 
1S03, and then the state was entitled to two senators and one representative 
in congress. 


The advocates and promoters of the state organization, who had rallied 


under the banner ot Democracy, -were regnant, while those who opposed It 
enjoved but slight opportunity to attain, office or political consideration 
except in isolated localities. 
In fact, the Democratic party at that time 


constituted nearly the whole of the voting population. The majority of 
them were undoubtedly Democrats from conviction, but a considerable pro- 
portion, of 'them, it may be assumed, professed adherence to the party as a 
matter of policy and for the purpose of attaining office. 


The successive defeats of the Federal party in the presidential elections 


of 1804, 180S, 1812, 1816 and 1S20, quickly destroyed all semblance of organ- 
ization'among the Federalists of Ohio. Many of them were chosen to office, 
but thev were never factors in the political affairs of the state. 


The Federal leaders began to grow more liberal in their views. At tlia 


iauie ttrae many of the most distinguished leaders of the Democratic party, 
some of them disappointed in 'their aspiration for office, and some moved 
fcT broader aad deeper considerations, became more conservative. Natur- 
ally these elements began to cast about for a common ground where they 
could meet and unite. 


• The opportunity first presented itself in 1824, when four candidates for 


the presidency, Andrew Jackson of Tennessee, William H Crawford of 
Georgia. John. Qulncy Adams of Massachusetts and Henry Clay of Kentucky, 
stood" for the*: suffrages'of. the Aissrican people..: Jackson stood for .the 
advanced section of the Democracy, favoring a strict construction of'^ho 
constitution, and in antagonism to the Bank of the United States, and other 
measures originating with the Federalists. Crawford stood for the sena- 
tortal "cabal, which arrogated to itself the right to dictate the presidential 
succession-, ar-d that section of tho Deraocratic party which it controlled. 


Adams, in a sense, represented the "broken'and disheartened rerananta 


of Federalism and the most conservative element of all parties. Clay was 
' ti»e most liberated of the opponents of Jacksonianism, and was the pro- 
nounced champion of internal improvements and a protective tariff. None 
of them admitted that they stood for Federalism pure and simple. 


These introductory1 generalizations \vi.U suggest to the reader the Inher- 


ent creatness of ,the state, which was represented during the first Century 
of its existence, in the senate and congress of the United States, by ths 
«m!c.ent isen .whose names grace the pages of history.

THOMAS TVOUTHINGTON OF KOSS .COUNTY. 


Thcmss Worth! ngton ran nearly the full gamut ot official and efvlc,; as 


ireii as iniUlury preferment, serving as magistrate, sherify, member of the 
territorial legislature, member of the constitutional convention of 1802, rep- 
resentative in the Ohio legislature, speaker pro terapore of the house, canal 
commissioner, governor, United States senator, and discharged many official 
trusts under the federal government. In every position he.was distinguished 
for his fidelity and energetic devotion to e.y.?ry'trust devolved upon him. 


Iu his message to the legislature on the 2d of December, 1817, he said: 


"The fund (?3,500) made subject to. my control by the last general assembly, 
besides paying the ordinary demands upon it for the articles mentioned in 
the resolution of the legislature o£ January 28, IS17, has enabled me to 


purchase a small but valuable collec- 
tion of books, which are intended as 
a commencement of a library for the 
state. In the performance of this act. 
I was guided by what I conceived the 
best interest of the state, by placing 
within the reach of the representatives 
of the people such information as will 
eid them' in the discharge of the im- 
portant duties they are delegated to 
perform." 


On the 17th. of January, 1818, by a 


resolution introduced in the house by 
Judge Gustavus Swan of Franklin 
county.' the library wus accepted by 
*he state, and has since grown into 
a. splendid monument to its founder, 
notwithstanding the niggardly policy 
o£ succeeding legislatures, which, while 


they have provided for its care aad accretions to it, have never made such 
appropriations as would enable a competent librarian to make topical aad 
reference catalogues of it. 


As governor he \vas the untiring advocate of popular and universal 


free education, the opening of p;;bl;c highways throughout the state for its 
development, and a complete and effective system of internal improvement. 


After having acquitted himself with high honors, both as United States 


'senator and governor, ho .did not consider it beneath his dignity to agaia 
enter the popular branch of the state legislature, which he did in 1S21-1S22, 
1S23-3S24, to promote the canal system which he had recommended to. the 
legislature in a special message in 3S17, In 1S22-1S23, in conjunction with 
Benjamin Tappan, Jeremiah Morrow. Isaac Minor and Alfred Kelly, as a 
canal commission, he reported the feasibility Of the proposed system of 
canals, which report was unanimously adopted, and the work of its con- 
struction was begun la 1825 and completed ten years later. 


He was born ia Jefferson county. Virginia, iu 3773, and died at Chii- 


licothe in 1S27, at the comparatively early age of 54. He came from Vir- 
ginia to ChUliebt'ne in his earliest manhood. By profession be was an 
attorney. His pen added much to the early literature of the territory and' 
state during the pioneer period. He was a graceful and forceful writer, 
and his MSS. and correspondence are of great historical value- 


In politics he was a Democrat of the Jefferson school, and a.n intimate 


and confidential friend of that great statesman. His political convictions 
.were strong and aggressive. 
To his energy and exertions; not only iu the 


•territory, but at Washington before congress, the cabinet and the president, 
is most largely due the early admission of the state to. the Union. 
Tiffin, 


Hassle, Sj'mraes. Punlavy, Meigs, Jr., Ludlcw, Kcrr, Goforth. Baldwin, 
Tappan and the other Democratic leaders made him the executive- head 
of the movement, and he worked untiringly until success crowned his efforts. 


The United States senatorship came to him spontaneously in recognition' 


of these se-vices. In the allotment of terms iu the United States senate in 
1803 ho drew the short or four years term. In 1S10 he "was elected to the 
senate a second time, but resigned in 1814 to assume the office of governor, 
to which he bad been elected by a vole of 15.S79 to 6,171 for Otheniel Looker,. 
of Hamilt' -> county. He was re-elected governor in 1816 and served till 
ISIS. While he was not a candidate for further senatorial honors, his 
friends in the legislature voted for him for the position, in 1819, 1S22 
and 1824. 


JOHN SMITH OK H AMU/TON COUNTY. 


John Smith, the second of the two senators first chosen on the first 


of Aprii. 1803, and the hend of the junior line of succession, tvns among 
the early pioneer settlers of the Northwest territory at Cincinnati. Me was 
a Democrat and took an active part ia the affairs of the territory and the 
infant state. 


He was n. member of both the territorial legislatures from Hamilton 


county, having previously filled the office of civil magistrate-, under the 
appointment of Governor ^Arthur St. Clair, a member of the constitutional 
convention of 1802, and served as United States senator for a little more than 
five years, when he resigned, under a cloud, as noted hereafter. 


By profession he was an attorney-at-law, and was originally a Baptist 


sinister; he was a man of marked ability and took an active part in the 
formation of the state government, differing for a time, however, with his 
political associates as to the proper method of dividing the territory,, and 
at first supported the scheme, said to have been advanced by Governor St. 
Clair, to include a part of what is now the state of Indiana and the whole 
of the present state of Michigan in the proposed new state. 


Eventually, however, be abandoned that scheme and united with Edward 


Tiffin, John Cleves Symmes, Thomas Worthington, Jeremiah Morrow, WU- 
liatu and Aaron GoCorth, Nathaniel Massie, Michael Baldwin, Ellas Langham 
and others as to the original boundaries of the state, and was a powerful 
fnctor in bringing about the early admission of Ohio to the Union. To his 
labors in this behalf he undoubtedly owed his elevation to the United States 
senate. 


What promised to be a brilliant political career was suddenly cut short 


in 1SOS. The Burr-Blermerhassett conspiracy to dismember the Union -anti 
set up a southwestern confederacy, and which culminated in 1S06-1S07, led 
to his downfall. The boats, arms and munitions of -war of the conspirators 
•were seized at Marietta and at other points along, the Ohio river by General 
John S. Gano and Colonel Return Jonathan Meigs, Jr., under the direction ot 
Governor Tiffin, as well as a great many papers at the home of Blenhor- 
hassett, on the island below the city of Marietta, and other points, jiving, 
the details, extent and ramifications of the plot 


Among the papers and eorrespondeuce -were letters strongly incrim- 


inating Smith as being, if not actively, at least passively in favor of the 
movement. The facts thus disclosed were communicated to the legislature, 
made up almost entirely of his political associates, and a concurrent resolu- 
tion -was unanimously adopted by the two. houses, demanding his resignation;. 
On. tha 7th of December. 1SOS, Acting Governor Thomas Kirker sent a 
messaea to the legislature notifying it that Senator Smith had complied with, 
the demand, and Return Jonathan Meigs, was elected to succeed' him. 


A movement had been set on foot to prosecute Mr. Smith for treason, 


but it was dropped after his- resignation, and hfr quickly disappeared from 
public view, as much the victim of ambition's impulse, perhaps, as delib- 
erate treason. 
His most Intimate friends, always maintained that he was absolutely 


guiltless even by implication. 
He was- of Virginia lineage and was T/orn in 


1735 and died at Cincinnati June 10, 1516, 
"SVfcren the charge of treasonable 


conspiracy was made against him in the United States senate, a resolution 
ot expulsion from that body failed by a single• vfcte. 


EDWARD T1FFIX OF ROSS COUNTY. 


Dr Edward Tiffin was born at Carlisle, England, June 19, 1766, and died 


*t Chiilicothe. Ohio, August 9, 1S29." He began the study of medicine at 
the place of his birth after receiving a thorough grammar school education. 
At the age of IS, shortly after the close of the War of the Revolution, with 
•which he had strongly sympathized, be emigrated to the United States, set- 
tling in Berkeley .eoanty, Virginia. He graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1789 and entered on the practice of his profession. He 
married the steter of Thomas Worthingtou at Charleston, Va. 


He had acquired the ownership of a number o£ negro slaves, whom ho 


manumitted and provided for in 1736. and removed to Chlllicothe, where he 
continued the practice of medicine and soon became Identified with contem- 
poraneous politics, being a follower of Jeffersott, and a strong and aggressive 
Democrat. 
' 
His public services cover nearly the whole period of time from 1799 to 


the date of his death In 1829. In 1799 he was elected to the territorial 
legislature from Ross county, and was chosen speaker ot that body, which 
position he filled until 1801. In 1802 he'was elected a member of the con- 
stitutional convention which framed the original organic law of the state, 
and presided over the deliberations of that historic body, which launched 
one of the greatest American states on the political deep. 


In 1S03 ho was chosen the first governor of the state by the unanimous 


suffrage of the people. The" term, by special provision of the constitution, 
continued until the first Monday of December, 1805.
